He was acquitted of a charge of mur- 
der. 

In 1903 he shot and instantly killed 
Wiiliam Condon, a saloonkeeper near 
Twelfth and Walnut streets. Condon 
had been a principal in a political feud. 
Williams alleged self-defense and he was 
exonerated by a coroner's jury.

vival of a divorce case which last May 
shook Marion society and was the foun- 


dation for the establishment of two 


factions of the best people in this city, 
occurred this morning when thé impan- 
eling of a jury was begun in the aliena- 
tion suit of C. A. Bell against Shannon 
Holland for $10,000 damages. 

Bell formerly was one of the leading 
merchants here, his store being in a 
building owned by Holland, president of 
the First National Bank and the richest 
man in town. 

Bell was refused a divorce on his pe- 
tition and his wife received the same 
treatment on her cross bill, a jury of 12 
men deciding that both had been, gullty 
of marital misconduct. 

Marion was stunned when Bell filed 
his cause for separation, naming Hol- 
land. The Williamson County Circuit 
Courtroom was packed for the five days 
of the trial’s progress. 

Women Packed Courtroom, 

More than one hundred witnesses tes- 
tified. The whole town took sides. 
Women flocked to the trial chamber and 
grouped about Mrs. Bell, who occupied* 
a rocking chair during the entire pro- 
ceedings. She was given much sympa- 
thy, as was Mrs. Holland, who never 
once lost faith in her husband and de/ 
clared that she placéd no reliance in the 
persons whose testimony ‘sought to re- 
flect upon his character. 

BeH accused: his wife of having im- 
proper relations with Holland, who 
staunchly denied the charge. Certain 
witnesses sought to prove that the pair 
had been together on several occasions, 
but Mrs. Bell repudiated their asser- 
tions. 

At length the case was given to the 
jury, whose verdict was eagerly await- 
ed, especially by the large delegation of 
prominent women who had found occa- 
sion to follow the trial closely and be of 
comfort to the defendant, Mrs. Bell. 

Both Held to B eGuilty. 

The jury found that both Bell and 
his wife had been guilty of marital mis- 
conduct, and under the Illinois law, 
when husband and wife are held to 
have misbehaved, no divorce shall be 
granted. Judge Duncan acted in ac- 
cordance with this statute, and Mr. and 


Mrs. Bell were denied legal separation. 

Marion women insisted that the 
jury was at fault and great pressure 
was brought to have a new trial, but 
this did not take place. Bell, how- 
ever, sued Holland for $10,000, alleg- 
ing the alienation of Mrs. Bell's af- 
fections, and the case has come up 
several times, but always was post- 
poned. 

The courtroom again was crowded 
this morning, when the case was re- 
ported to be on the docket, and it is 
likely that the sensational testimony 
of a year ago will be repeated before 
the largest audience that ever con- 
gregated in a courtroom in this coun- 
ty.

RIVAL STEAMERS IN LONG RACE 


Ocean Freighters Begin Battle for 
Australian Trade. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW PORK, July 16.—A race to Aus- 
tralia as in the old days——but by 
steam, not by sail—has just begun from 
this port. Two heavily laden freight 
steamers, one a German and the other 
British, are the racers. 

The former is the Elbring, which is 
in the service of the Tyser line, and 
her rival is the Bolivian of the United 
States and Australia line. There is keen 
rivalry between these companies in 
sending freight to the Antipodes. 

The two vessels will make one of the 
largest ocean rufs in the world—from 
here to St. Vincent, Cape Verde Islands, 
where they will coal, and thence around 
the Cape ef Good Hope to Freemantel, 
West Australia.

Ah, well! Most likely the dear old fashion will 
have to go. It was too tender a thing to last 
in these piping times of “reform.” 
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The amazing verdict in the Williams-Killian 
case again emphasizes the cheapness of human 
life in this country. It is one of a series of ver- 
dicts in different parts of the country indicating 
the ease with which the consequences of taking 
human life may be avoided. It strengthens the 
hands of those who urge the abolition of the jury 
system. The extraordinary compact made by the 
jury not to say anything outside of what occurred 
in the jury room makes it impossible to pass fair 
judgment on the process by which the jury’s 
conclusion was reached. We only know that a 
majority for conviction was turned into a unani- 
mous verdict of acquittal. We do not say that 
there were not mitigating circumstances in this 
case, but we believe that we voice the sentiment 
of practically the entire community when we say 
that it illustrates the uncertainties and vagaries 
of juries. One is tempted to say, in view of the 
many recent instances in which pleas of justifica- 
tion have been accepted by juries, that the slay- 
ers may well regard the administration of crim- 
inal law as the palladium of their liberty. 
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TWO OPEN ROADS. 

The United States have two methods of devel- 
opment and the history of all other countries 
since history began, shows that between these 
two choice must be made. 

One of them was illustrated intelligently and 
with a purpose full of the possibilities of great 
results, when a St. Louis delegation in Wash- 
ington sang “Fourteen feet through the valley” 
in buildings where pigeonholes were crowded 
with memoranda of bids for powder, for rifled 
cannon and for everything which belongs to the 
development of the coercive and destructive in- 
stincts. 

The work St. Louis undertook then was not 
merely the great werk (one of the greatest in 
the history of civilization) to which it was direct- 
ly addressing its efforts. It was the work of civ- 
ilization itself in all its far-reaching results of 
restoration, of constructiveness against destruc- 
tiveness, of building up continuously instead of 
stopping to tear down. 

On our own ground, using our own freedom to 
develop our own highest strength out of our own 
unlimited resources, and leaving to the rest of 
the world the same freedom of development, pro- 
moted by the almost omnipotent results certain 
to follow if this country goes steadily forward on 
its own road, the United States have the certainty 
before them of the “world-mastery” which be- 
longs to the freest and most civilized country of 
the world. It was under the control of the im- 
pulses of this always progressive civilization that 
St. Louls led to Washington the rally which was 
there checked for the time being after it had 
crossed the entrenchments and entered the works 
of military madness and jingoism. 

That “jingo” impulse, systematized into as 
much of the appearance of sanity as it can ever 
have, now reappears in preparations to swing the 
navy into the Pacific and confront with its threat 
the semi-barbaric “samurai” class of Japan. Those 
Asiatic feudalists, in their borrowed European 
dress, are no more civilized than the same clasa 
in this country, who, when old enough to have 
beards on their faces, have still the same feeling 
of attraction for everything which can be used 
ir killing that children have for toys. Our “dead 
game sports,” and the “dead game sports” of 
Japan are not the people of either country, but 
upless resisted, intelligently and _ persistently, 
they are capable of turning the people back to the 
barbarism in which fighting seems the only oc- 
cupation that makes manhood respectable. 

There is no possibility of exaggerating the im- 
portance of what this contrast involves. The 
road is open for the United States to follow the 
principles of American freedom, constructive- 
ness and civilization to their highest results. The 
only other road open for us leads back to feudal- 
ism, to barbarism, to destructiveness, developed 
to its worst by the abuse of the resources of civ- 
ilization.

At his farm such 
racehorses as Horace E., Jack Atkin, 
Dr. Gardner, the Excelsior Handicap 
winner, and Nealon, the Suburban win- 
ner, were foaled. 

Sain proved to be Schreiber’s best 
friend. He was a — stallion when 
Schreiber purchased him for $2700. But 
he soon became the sire of so many 
winners that he made the name of 
Woodlands famous as a stud farm. In 
two seasons his progeny was so suc- 
cessful that they repaid Schreiber for 
his big outlay of money. Barney raced 
the horses in his own colors, but he won 
so many purses and stakes that turfmen 
were attracted to his horses and began 
to buy them. Horace E., a good 2-year 
old in the spring of 1906, was sold to 
Paul J. Ramey for $25,000. Dr. Gard- 
ner last fall was bought by “Big Tim” 
Sullivan and Frank Farrell for $15,000. 
Then Schreiber sold a half interest in 
Nealon for $66 The two last-named 
horses proved profitable investments for 
their owners. Dr. Gardner has more 
than won his purchase money and Nea- 
lon’s victory in the Suburban was worth
